SUBJECT : New Headquarter* Building - 

Site Entrance Controls 


1. This memorandum 1* for your information. 

2. In response to your inquiry relative to the gate control* for 
the New Headquarter* Building, it i* planned as follows: 

a. Entrance to the grounds of the New Headquarters 
Building may be by either Gate No. i (South Entrance) which 
is closest to Route No. i23 or Gate No. 3 which is off the 
George Washington Parkway. Gate No. t will be open 

24 hours a day, 7 days a week; Gate No. 3 will be open 
from 0700 to i900 hours, Monday through Friday, holidays 
excepted. On Saturdays, Gat^e No. 3 will be open from 
0700 to l SCO hours. Guards will be stationed at both 
entrances during the above-mentioned hours. 

In addition, signs will be posted at both of these 
entrances to indicate that admission to ths grounds will 
be limited to authorised personnel only. 

b. From 0700 to 1900 hours during normal work days 
the gat* entrance guards will expedite the flow of traffic to 
and from the grounds. They will divert from the grounds 
obvious sightseeing vehicles and vehicles seeking to utilise 
the Site road network as a thoroughfare. 

c. From 1900 to 0700 hours on work days, and all day 
on Sundays and holidays, entrance to the Sit* via Gate No. i 
(South Entrance) will be controlled by guards. During these
